1.  As  you’ve  seen  in  this  lesson,  filmmakers,  like  photographers,  use  many  different  types  of 
camera  shots.  Look  through  several  magazines  and/or  websites  to  find  some  examples  of 
photographs  illustrating  different  types  of  camera  shots.  Select  three  photographs  illustrating 
different  kinds  of  shots.  Attach  the  original  photos  or  printouts  of  the  shots  you’ve  selected  in 
the  spaces  provided  (photocopies  will  do  if  necessary);  then  write  a brief  analysis  of  each 
photograph,  explaining  the  effect  of  that  particular  shot. 

Here  are  some  suggestions  to  help  you  with  this  assignment: 

• Try  to  locate  examples  of  three  different  camera  shots.  You  can  consider  angle, 
distance,  perspective  and  other  camera  techniques.  The  material  on  pages  158  to  167  of 
the  English  Language  Arts  Handbook  for  Secondary  Students  may  help  you  with  this 
task. 

• Label  each  photograph  with  a letter  (A.  through  C.),  so  that  you  can  refer  to  it  in  your 
analysis. 

• In  your  analysis,  consider  the  effect  of  using  that  particular  shot  on  the  subject.  (Why 
did  the  photographer  decide  to  shoot  the  subject  in  that  particular  way?)  Consider,  as 
well,  how  effectively,  in  your  opinion,  the  desired  effect  was  achieved.

Refer  to  specific  details  in 
your  response  that  help  establish  this  mood.

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11.  Think  about  the  resolution  of  the  conflict  and  ending  of  the  film.  Briefly  describe  the 

outcome  and  conclusion.  What  effect  did  the  director  create  in  the  conclusion  of  the  film? 
Did  the  ending  effectively  convey  the  film’s  message? 
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Imagine  that  you’re  a film  critic  for  your  school  newspaper.  Write  a brief  review  of  your 
selected  film  for  your  fellow  students  to  read.  Remember  that  a film  review  should  be 
balanced;  it  ought  to  include  both  praise  and  criticism  as  appropriate.  In  your  review,  you 
should  consider  the  following  questions: 


• What  is  your  overall  reaction  to  the  film? 

• What  are  the  strengths  of  this  film? 

• What  are  the  film’s  weaknesses? 

• Does  this  film  tell  its  story  effectively? 

• Does  the  film  attract  and  maintain  the  audience’s  interest? 

• How  well  do  the  actors  perform  their  parts? 

• Would  you  recommend  this  film  to  others?

• Place  the  camera  directions  in  the  left-hand  column  and  the  dialogue  and  script 
directions  in  the  right  hand  column. 

• Replay  your  videotape  as  often  as  necessary  so  that  you  can  accurately  transcribe  the 
dialogue. 

• Divide  your  script  into  scenes,  and  number  each  scene.  At  the  beginning  of  each 
scene,  indicate  whether  the  scene  takes  place  inside  (interior)  or  outside  (exterior);  the 
time  of  day;  and  the  place. 


• Include  stage  directions  showing  how  the  actors  move  and  speak. 


• Indicate  the  camera  shots  used  in  this  segment.
